PREPARED TO WORK FOR WOLADY SERVICE, AND WAS ASSURED . TASKS 
WOULD NOT CONFLICT WITH OFFICIAL DUTIF'' NOR BE DIRECTED 
AGAINST FEDREP. WESTPHAL AGREED AND BANDHOLZ ASKED FOR 
LEBENSLAUF AND TWO PHOTOS. 

6. EVENING 16 JULY BANDHOLZ CALLED AND DISCUSSED LEBENS- 
LAUF FURTHER. WESTPHAL BECAME ANGRY AND SAID HE WANTED NO 
MORE TO DO WITH THE MATTER, AND HUNG UP. 

7. MORNING 17 JULY BANDHOLZ CALLED AGAIN AND ASKED IF 
WESTPHAL REJECTED ANY AND ALL COLLABORATION. WITH BOLDT’S 
APPROVAL,- WESTPHAL TOLD HIM THAT HE WOULD SEND NO LEBENSLAUF 
OR PHOTOS AS HE HAD NO WAY OF KNOWING WHERE THESE MIGHT. END
